Marie Vuolo, President of Arista, 
announces that this term Arista will 
endeavor to take a more active part 
in school affairs. 

In accordance with this new policy, 
a special award has been set up 
which will be presented"^at commence¬ 
ment to the senior or seniors who 
have rendered a considerable amount 
of service to the school, and who 
would otherwise receive no recogni¬ 
tion at the graduation exercises. All 
eighth term Arista members are 
eligible for this award. The society 
plans to draw up a slate of possible 
recipients of this honor. Then, Mrs. 
Wells, the faculty adviser of Arista, 
will check on the girls, eliminate 
those who are scheduled to win some 
other prize, and arrange to have the 
.iVv'ard cO the senior who, after 

the process of elimination, is the first 
on the slate of nominees. 

Arista was led to this decision be¬ 
cause of the fact that many of its 
members have received no recognition 
at Commencement in previous terms. 

The society has also earned per¬ 
mission to give its members special 
recognition at graduation in the form 
of honor badges. Its plan has been 
approved by Dr. Keyes, Mrs. Wells, 
and Dr. Cooper. According to the 
present arrangement, the President 
of Arista will stand on the platform 
with Mrs. Folts and Dr. Keyes and, 
as the diplomas are distributed, will 
present to Arista members a badge 
signifying membership in the society. 

The design for these awards has 
not as yet been determined, but it 
is expected that they will be in blue 
and gold, and easily recognizable as 
pertaining to Arista.

The world at large is portrayed by 
the fickle Pierrot and Columbine. 
The shepherds represent suspicious 
individuals who would fight at the 
slightest pretext. Cothurnus stands 
for death, destruction, or war. 

Marie Vuolo and Lucille Zeitlin as 
Pier At and Columbine; Audrey Yer¬ 
man and Ida Tannenbaum as Thyr- 
sis and Corydon; and Bernice Rus- 
sak as Cothurnus handled their re¬ 
spective roles admirably. Their in¬ 
terpretation conveyed Miss Millay’s 
timely message with unusual skill. 

Jane Woronock was partially re¬ 
sponsible for the undertaking of the 
production from the very beginning. 
An admirer of Miss Millay, she sug¬ 
gested the presentation of “Aria da 
Capo” because of the meaning at¬

These lines from Robert Louis Stevenson s Re- 
luiem” may well be applied to Dr. Verne Mc- 
juffey, whose untimely death we now all mourn. 
His genial personality, fine sense of humor, and 
sympathetic understanding created a lasting im- 
iression on all those with whom he came in 
jontact. 

As a farm lad, he was filled with a zest for 
cnowledge, and to this end worked his way through 
ligh school and the University of Kansas. At 
;he latter school he received his B.S. The M.A. 
legree was conferred on him at Colorado University. 

He left an important position as Assistant- 
Superintendent of Schools in Denver, in order to 
irepare for his Ph.D. degree at Columbia Uni- 
^ersity. 

Dr. McGuffey was an active member of the 
Department of Philosophy in Jamaica Teachers 
College, and later lectured for several years in 
various institutions in New York City. 

He died in the act of rewriting the famous 
McGuffey Readers, which revolutionized the read¬ 
ing world for the young child. 

In him could be found a shining exainple of 
true bravery. His heroic 

health and against the knowledge that he h^ 
little time to live inspires the greatest admiration 

and respect. 

Many of his colleagues at Columbia and New 
York Universities and here in our own school 
mourn their loss. 

We who have known him, not only as a teacher 
but also as a dear friend, feel his passing deeply.

WPA Theater Projects 

The WPA does it again. The 
Mercury Theater in presenting 
Caesar, under the supervision of 
Orson Welles, has another hit on 
its hands. It differs from Shakes¬ 
peare’s version in that it has been 
modernized. The success of the 
venture lies in its splendid direc¬ 
tion and portrayals. This is not 
the first success of the season for 
this theater group, however. “Processional”, on 
view at the Maxine Elliot Theater, which was first 
produced in 1921, still retains its social signi¬ 
ficance in this decade and is another outstanding 
production you won’t want to miss. “A Hero Is 
Born”, the Theresa Helburn extravaganza, con¬ 
tinues to send its patrons home from the theater 
after having laughed, thrilled to, and enjoyed the 
witty dialogue and comedy sequences. '‘The Sleep¬ 
ing Beauty” comes in for a little publicity in this 
show, but you won’t be able to recognize the plot 
by the time the cast gets through with their amus¬ 
ing scenes. The last two shows can be seen for 
twenty-five cents, and the price is only slightly 
higher for “Julius Caesar.”

It’s More Fun When You Know The Rules— 
Beatrice Pierce 

Emerson says, “Manners are the happy ways of 
doing things”. Acknowledged, Mr. Emerson, but 
who is to determine this “happy” way? The best 
suggestion to come the way of this columnist is a 
copy of “It’s More Fun When You Know The 
Rules”, a book which every high school student will 
want to have handy around the house for those 
frequent occasions when she is socially “stuck”. 
Miss Pierce has entered into this game of manners 
as Emerson suggested it. You’ll be surprised 
when you realize how much fun learning about 
conventions, procedures, manners, etiquette, and 
social obligations can be, with such a mentor as 
she. When you get the A B C of etiquette down 
pat with Miss Pierce’s help, it will be more fun 
than trumping your partner’s ace. The art of 
knowing the proper thing to do, say, think, and 
wear—and doing all this properly—is an art which 
well deserves being mastered. Nothing further need 
be said in this book’s favor, but if you still need 
convincing, the delightful “dictionary of tf>^ms” at 
the end of the book should send you scurrying to 
the library for this manual. Keep “Posf’ed! Y^ou 
can’t go wrong! 

Ordeal In England—Phillip Gibbs 

Phillip Gibbs is one of the best informed and 
most trusted journalists in Europe today. His 
latest book, “Ordeal in England”, is therefore one 
of the most completely accurate accounts of cur¬ 
rent English government and sentiment. The book 
traces the scene in England from the death of 
George V in January, 1936, through twelve of the 
most interesting months in English history which 
are of immediate importance. L’affaire Simpson is 
related in one of the most intimate and sensa¬ 
tional accounts yet to be written, and the crisis 
it precipitated is accounted for both adequately 
and accurately. 

This book traces the world scene as it affects 
England and the rest of the world, with all the 
literary ability which Mr. Gibbs has acquired as 
a result of his travels and writings. If you want 
an accurate, though sometimes too severely stress¬ 
ed account of the Ordeal in England, put this book 
on your Christmas gift list for your best friend, 
and perhaps your family will take the hint 
that you’d love to receive it Christmas morning.

The N. Y. C. school system has 
made arrangements to conduct “a 
school of the air” as an official part 
of the school curriculum. These pro¬ 
grams will be weekly broadcasts on 
various social, cultural, and academic 
subjects to the pupils attending the 
public schools. Dr. H. G. Campbell, 
Superintendent of Schools, announced 
November 20. The new Brooklyn 
Technical H. S. will be used as a 
broadcasting station on wave lengths 
linked with W.N.Y.C. The series will 
be on the air from 10:15 to 10:30 
A. M. In older buildings, where 
rooms are not individually wired for 
radio reception, some arrangement 
will be made to accommodate the 
students in the school auditoriums 
where radios have been installed. 

The programs will be planned by 
teachers and principals, and will be 
carried out with the cooperation of 
the students. At first, the programs 
will be representative of Junior and 
Senior High Schools. Plans are being 


drawn up to include ■ broadcasts for 
parents and for eleiB'^entary school 
children, of debates on® current events, 
readings, and musical Borograms. The 
present series is plannBd to run until 
January 11. Tentativ® arrangements 
have been made to ® continue the 
broadcast during the Hspring school 
term. A special ser®es has been 
considered for elemer®fary schools. 
Albert L. Colston, princBipal of Brook¬ 
lyn Tech, and Howard® E. Shaw, in 
cooperation with the I High School 
Teachers Association, ai®e supervising 
this plan. John Adam® H. S. pre¬ 
sented the Thanksgiving® performance. 
Stuyvesant H. S., Tott®nville H. S., 
Richmond Hill H. S., H Girls’ Com¬ 
mercial, Evander Child®? and Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton will al®o be repre¬ 
sented. G. H. S. is not ®inong those 
listed to participate, but Bnext year it 
, is hoped that we will ®e included. 
This step is an importa®^t landmark 
in the expansion of educaBtiei^al facil¬ 
ities of the school syste®*!*

WPA Federal Theatre 

Announces New Plans 


The WPA Federal Theatre Project 
today announced plans for the pre¬ 
sentation during the next three 
months of ten productions calculated 
to re-establish the project as one of 
New York’s foremost theatrical pro¬ 
ducers. 

Heading the program is “The Com¬ 
mon Glory”, an epic by Paul Green 
and Kurt Weil. The play is based 
upon the American Constitution and 
historical incidents related to its 
adoption. The drama, which project 
officials believe to be the most note¬ 
worthy historical play of its kind 
ever written, will be staged nation¬ 
ally with simultaneous openings 
from coast to coast tentatively set 
for Washington’s birthday. The local 
production will have a cast of more 
than 300. 

Of equal importance is 'On the 
Rocks”, a new play by George 
Bernard Shaw, which will have its 
American premiere under WPA au¬ 
spices. The Federal Theatre already 
has the Irish dramatist’s permission 
to stage his older plays. 

Other production highlights of the 
new program are “. . . one third of 
a nation ...” a living newspaper 
dramatization of the national hous¬ 
ing problem; “Prologue to Glory” by 
E. P. Conkle; “The Tailor Becomes 
a Storekeeper”, a new Yiddish com¬ 
edy by David Pinski, two new Negro 
plays, “Haiti”, by William DuBois, 
and “St. Louis Woman”, by Countee 
Cullen; a return engagement of the 
highly-successful Children’s Festival 
at Maxine Elliott’s Theatre, a new 
dance bill and a special Christmas 
•week production, the story of the Na¬ 
tivity, staged in the manner of the 
old miracle plays, which will be per¬ 
formed five or six times daily on 
cruising trucks by two groups of ac¬ 
tors (one negro, the other white) 
from December 15 through December 
25. 

The project’s city wide circuit, now 
showing “Professor Mamlock”, “No 
More Peace”, “Patience” and “The 
Singing and the Gold” to neighbor¬ 
hood audiences throughout the five 
boroughs, will open its second bill 
early in January with “Power”, 
“Pirates of Penzance”, “Step This 
Way”, a vaudeville presentation, and 
“Mississippi Rainbow”, a Negro com¬ 
edy. 

Philip Barber, chairman of the 
Federal Theatre’s production board, 
in discussing the new program de¬ 
clared it was “by far the most in¬ 
teresting program theatrically that 
we have ever undertaken.”
